Notes on 

faturalization Certificates 


Proceedings to set aside and cancel a certificate 
of citizenship on the ground of fraud or on the ground 
that such certificate was illegally procured, may be main¬ 
tained by the United States in the district courts '(U. S. 
Code, Title 8, Section 405)• 

Among the requirements for naturalization is the 

renouncing and abjuring of all allegiance and fidelity 

1 

to any foreign prince, potentate, state or sovereignty 
(U. S. Code, Title 8, Section 381), and proof of the 
attachment to the principles of the United States (id. 
Section 382). A showing that at the time he was natural¬ 
ized the applicant did not in good faith renounce or abjure 
his foreign allegiance, or was not sincerely attached to 
the principles of the Constitution, is sufficient to justify 
a revocation of the naturalization. Moreover, proof of

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/ On the other hand, the decisions of the courts 
/seem to indicate that proof of that character must be 
clear and convincing, since naturalization may not be 
revoked on evidence of an ambiguous or nebulous nature. 

Thus in Glaser v. United States . (C.C.A.7th) 

289 Fed. 255, the court said: 

•'Subsequent acts and declarations of 
appellant were properly admitted as tend¬ 
ing to disclose his state of mind when he 
signed his petition for naturalization.” 

In United States v* Kramer . (C.C.A.5th) 262 Fed. 

•? 

395, the citizenship of a German who was naturalized in 
1912 was revoked on the ground that it appeared that in 
1917 he was carrying on activities as a German spy, and 
had been guilty of pro-German remarks. 

In Schumann v. United States .(C.C.A.9th) 264 Fed. 
917, a German who had been naturalized in 1904 made strong 
pro-German utterances in 1916 and 1917. On the strength 
of the evidence of such utterances, his naturalization was 
revoked. 

On the other hand, the same court in United States 
v. Woerndle. 288 Fed. 47, declined to cancel the naturali¬ 
zation of a German who had made some pro-German utterances 
while this country was neutral, but who conducted himself 
as a loyal American Citizen after this country entered the 
World War.

In United States v. Herberger. (W.D. Wash.) 

272 Fed. 278, the naturalization of a German who had 
become a citizen in 1912 was revoked because in Sep¬ 
tember 1917, he wrote a letter to his sister in Germany 

l 

manifesting strong pro-German sympathies and ridiculing 
the American attitude toward the World War. 

In United States v. Parmer. (W.D. Wash.) 24-9 
Fed’. 989, a German was naturalized in 1888. In 1917 
he declined to buy Liberty Bonds on the ground that to 
do so "would be the same as kicking his own mother". 

The court held that such language showed loyalty and 
allegiance to Germany, rather than to the United States, 
and denied a motion td dismiss the petition for cancella¬ 
tion of a certificate of naturalization. 

Perhaps the most extreme case is United States v. 
Wursterbarth. (D.G* N.J.) 249 Fed. 908. Thai case in¬ 
volved a German who had been naturalized in 1882. Shortly 
after this country entered the World War, he declined to 
contribute money to the Red Cross on the ground that he 
would do nothing to injure the country in which he had 
been born, brought up and educated. At a later date, he 
stated that he would give no money to send soldiers to 
the country where he was born and educated. On another

occasion he stated that he did not want America .to win 
the war, as he had relatives in Germany. In spite of 
the fact that 35 years had elapsed between the time 
of his naturalization and the date of these statements, 
the court held that they disclosed the fact that he had 
not been naturalized in good faith* His naturalization 
was revoked. 

The foregoing cases show, however, that in every 
instance, in which naturalization was revoked the state¬ 
ments made by the naturalized citizens were unequivocal 
and absolutely inconsistent with bona fide attachment 
to the principles of the Constitution of the United States, 
or a renunciation of prior allegiance. It is reasonable 
to assume that if the statements, though regarded as rep¬ 
rehensible by most people in this country, are, neverthe¬ 
less, not necessarily inconsistent or irreconcilable with 
allegiance to this country, naturalization may not be re¬ 
voked. As was stated in United States v. Woerndel. supra . 
"Citizenship, once bestowed upon proceedings in the Federal 
courts, should not be lightly taken away." In that case the 
court also indicated that the proof should be clear and 
convincing.

It must also be born in mind that each of 
the foregoing cases in which naturalization was 
revoked, the persons* misconduct occurred while 
this country was at war, and such persons had been 
subjects of the enemy country before their naturali¬ 
zation. The only possible exception is the case of 
Glaser v. United States , supra , which does not contain 
a summary of the facts. The natural tendency would 
probably be to hold an alien who had been a subject 
or a citizen of the country with which the United 
States was at war to the strictest possible adherence 
to the requirements of good faith, b

large) against the products and services of that country, 
until its Government abandons its policy of brutal per¬ 
secution of our brethren of all faiths and affiliations. 


That this membership corporation was organized and is 
operated exclusively for charitable, humanitarian and 
educational purposes and no part of its net receipts 
inures to the benefit of any shareholder or individual. 

That in carrying out its activities the League has found 
substitutes for many articles of merchandise previously 
imported from Germany, thereby fostering American in¬ 
dustry. Largely through the League's efforts, many 
manufactured articles formerly imported from Germany 
are now being made in this country, - a case in point 
being the surgical-instrument industry, wherein American 
manufacturers have now replaced German-made instruments 
to a large extent. Where, prior to the boycott, eighty 
per cent of all such instruments sold in this country 
were of German origin, today 25 % emanate from Germany. 

The League has also found for importers interested, 
sources of supply in Japan, Poland and other countries. 
Its main purpose, however, is to substitute American 
for German merchandise and the League only recommends 
foreign sources of supply where no American source can 
be found. In connection with these activities the 
League maintains a Research Bureau devoted entirely to 
these purposes, whose services are rendered entirely 
without charge to American manufacturers, importers and 
dealers." 


! Prom other material contained in Bureau files it appears 

that to date the objectives, directors and officers of this organi¬ 
zation have not changed. It might be stated that the official 
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organ of the Non-Sectarian Anti-Nazi League to Champion Human 
Rights, Inc. is the "Anti-Nazi Bulletin" which is published 
monthly. The headquarters of this organization is located at 
20 West 47th Street, New York City. 

' IrTspite of. the request by the Bureau of Immigration^^ 

and Naturalization for an investigation concerning this organi¬ 
zation, it is not believed in view of the above facts that an 
investigation of this organization would reflect a violation 
of any Federal Statute over which the Bureau has investigative 
jurisdiction, in view of which the attached letter is being for¬ 
warded to Commissioner James L. Houghteling, Immigration and 
Naturalization, if you approve of the same. -

May 8, 1939, ANTI—NAZI LEAGUE seeks deportation of Fritz Kuhn, 


Action pending toward criminal prosecution and possible deportation of 
Fritz Kuhn, Nazi Bund leader, was inaugurated today by the NON-SECTARIAN ANTI- 
NAZI LEAGUE. 

A sworn statement, given to the LEAGUE, by a former German employer of 
Kuhn in Munich, has been placed in the hands of Charles Miller, Assistant Dis¬ 
trict Director of Immigration & Naturalization, the Federal Bureau of Investiga¬ 
tion, and the U. S. District Attorney’s office. 

The statement was sworn by Mr. Rheinhold Spitz, a German refugee from 
Munich, now residing at 475 Central Park West. Mr. Spitz, who lived in Munich 
more than 50 years, was the founder and owner of a large clothing manufacturing 
firm located on the same street as Kuhn’s father’s business. He was a man of 
means and position who was forced to fled Germany because of being part-Jewish 
and his democratic political beliefs, \ 

Mr. Spitz swears that in 1921 Fritz Kuhn was a student of chemistry 
at the University of Munich. While there, Kuhn was arrested, tried, and convict¬ 
ed of stealing overcoats of fellow-students. He was sentenced to 4 months in , 
Stadelheim Prison which he served. When he was released, a mutual friend of 
the Spitz and Kuhn families came to Mr. Spitz and asked him to give Fritz Kuhn 
another chance to an honest living. Out of sympathy. Spitz employed Kuhn as a 
shipping clerk. After four months. Spitz discovered Kuhn had stolen merchandise 
worth more than 3,000 marks. When the theft was discovered, Kuhn’s father and 
a mutual friend who had gotten him the job, visited Spitz and begged him not to 
disclose it publicly. The three discussed the matter and it was decided to 
send Fritz Kuhn out of Germany to avoid further disgrace. All three contributed 
to a fund which purchased Kuhn’s passage to Mexico in 1922. He entered this 
country in 1928 and became a naturalized citizen in 1934. 
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It is the contention of the ANTI-NAZI LEAGUE that these facts. If es¬ 
tablished by the Government, make Fritz Kuhn twice guilty of perjury and liable 
to deportation as an undesirable alien as he twice denied his criminal record in 
Germany, ——first when he entered this country from Mexico, and second when he 
applied for and received his citizenship papers. 

Believing that this information will probably expose Mr. Spitz, who 
is a man of 65, to threats and possible violence, the ANTI-NAZI LEAGUE has written 
to Police Commissioner Louis J*. Valentine asking him to take appropriate steps 
to insure Mr. Spitz’s personal safety.

This morning, A Mr* Reinhold Spitz, a former resident of Munich, Germany, visit¬ 
ed the League, giving me the following information which I consider of the ut¬ 
most importance* * ^ 

Mr* Spitz informed me: he arrived in New York on December 27, 1937, as a 
regular immigrant. He submitted his immigration identification card, #2560413, 
proving that he arrived as a regular immigrant on that date* Mr. Spitz is a 
native of Austria, born February 13,1^73 and became a subject of the German 
Reich in IS 96 . 


Mr. Spitz submitted a German-written document issued by the Imperial Bavarian 
Ministry of State, Subdivision Foreign Office, dated, Munich 12/29/1917, which 
honored him with the German title of Commersienrat which freely translated 
in English is the equivalent of what Americans would call a 1 merchant prince 1 * 


Mr. Spitz resided fifty years in Munich. He was the founder and owner of a 
sports good and clothing factory employing more than 500 people* For fiteen 
years prior to the Hitler regime in Germany, Mr. Spitz was President of a 
democratic organization. Because of these political activities he was com¬ 
pelled to leave Germany in 1937. He is at present residing at 475 Central Park 
West, New York, N.Y.; his home telephone is AC 4-3325* 


Mr. Spitz has extraordinarily important information regarding Fritz Kuhn, 
leader of the German-American Bund. 

Mr. Spitz informs us that Fritz Kuhn has a criminal record in Germany, a fact Nv 

which, he states, is entirely unknown to the authorities in this country. Mr. iN " 

Spitz has stated positively he would be willing to testify under oath as to the 
veracity of this statement. Mr. Spitz has known Fritz Kuhn since^l900. Spitz*s 
business establishment and that of Kuhn 1 s father were adjacent to each other on 
the same street in Munich. While he was a student of chemistry at the University ^ 
of Munich in 1921, Fritz Kuhn was accused of stealing coats from the students ^ 

on the campus of the university. He was arrested, convicted and sentenced to V s ? 
four months in prison. Upon the expiration of the prison term Fritz Kuhn with 
his father visited the office of Mr. Spitz* Xn this connection Mr. Spitz men- v 

tioned the name of a Mr. Elkan, a Certified Public Accountant, who is now dead*. 

Mr. Elkan was a close friend of the Kuhn family and a cousin of Mr. Spitz's. 


This is mentioned only that in the event Fritz Kuhn will he questioned on this 
matter, he would probably remember the name of Mr. Elkan. 


At the time of the expiration of his prison term, Kuhn was about 24 years old. 

On the occasion when Kuhn with his father visited Mr. Spitz, they implored him 
to give Fritz a job in his establishment so that his career in life might not be 
entirely wrecked. Mr. Spitz feeling sympathy for the young Kuhn employed him as 
a shipping clerk. After four months of work, Mr. Spitz discovered that Fritz 
Kuhn had stolen goods amounting to more than three thousand German marks. When 
the theft was discovered, Fritz Kuhn's father and Mr. Elkan visited Mr. Spitz 
and begged him not to bring the theft to the attention of the authorities. These

Mr. Spitz was in Court and 
ready to testify to the above statements, but was not called to the witness * 
stand as the libel ca se against Kuhn was thrown out of Court for lack of evi¬ 
dence. At that time, f ~~| introduced Mr. Spitz to the District Attor¬ 

ney to whom he repeated his information. In the preliminary examination, the 
attorney prosecuting questioned Fritz Kuhn as to whether he had been prosecuted 
or had a criminal record in Germany. Kuhn answered "no 11 which is a metter of 
Court record in the Brooklyn Magistrate 1 s Court where the arraignment was held. 

It is my impression that there are grounds to seek the deportation of Fritz b7C 
Kuhn for two reasons: 

1. that perjured himself upon his entry into this country from 

Mexico and 

2. that he perjured himself a second time in applying for and re¬ 
ceiving Citizenship Papers as a naturalized American Citizen. 

I leave this information in your hands for your further consideration.
